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You may find it useful to skim the attached Final 
Report of our "success story" in supporting ROTC 
during the crisis years when the Peace Movement — 
sometimes in concert with SDS, Young Trotskyites and 
Maoists — sought to drive ROTC off the civilian campus. 

This may be a classical case history of what can be 
achieved by the i.nI,tiativeDf private philanthropy 
working in "partnership" with universities and pow- 
ful government entities — in this case, the Department 
of Defense and all Branches of the Armed Forces. 

The mission was to reverse the radical trend on the 
campus and provide an Intellectual rationale for ade- 
quate National Defense.
